Am obliged to dedicate my Book to Number I, be- 
cauſe they are all Maſters, and in Partnerſhip; beſides, 
they would be angry if I did not give them that Ho- 
nour; for they that are not Maſters, can't be admit- 


ted: But it may be of Service to the younger Brothers, be- 
cauſe it will let them into the Tricks that are carry'd on, 
which you can't come at under Six or Seven Years, and the 


Expence of a great many Pounds; but here you may learn

give a Shilling every Quarter to Number I, to

it all in a Month, and go and lecture as well as the beft 
of them. But if you belong to any Lodge, 20 muſt 


caſt their 
d—mn'd Guts, and perhaps your Family want it at home: 
But this Family of Pluto, have the Impudence of the D—1, 
to ſay if you don't ſend a Shilling when they want it, you 
{hall be excluded all Lodges whatſoever: And thus there go 
Four or Five Shillings a Year, you don't know for what ; 
beſides other Expences, which is ten times as much. I could 
give you a Liſt of Expences for one Year only, would make 
you ſtare ; but it does not ſignify, for any man that has been 
a Maſon Half a year, and comes to read this Book, will 
know what I fay to be true, and more ſo if he reads it out; 
for it will let him into things he never thought of but now he 
will ſee them as plain as poſſible. - 


Pray, Brother, what is the matter that Six or Eight or 
Ten Brethern, that like to learn Mafonry, can't meet at 2 
Brother's Houſe when they pleaſe, and ſpend their Six-pence 
with Pleaſure, and depart in Peace, without wrangling and 
cheating one another; which too often happens of late, by 
admitting of bad Men, and laying Charges upon them that 
are not honeſt enough to keep one Tittle thereof; which I 
could ſpeak of Two or Three who were made Maſters laſt 
St. John's Day, and in a Month's Time turned out the moſt 
forſworn Villains in the World. | 


Therefore, I adviſe all young Brethren to meet as afore- 
ſaid; firſt at one Brother's Houſe, and then at another, that 
is in the public Way: For what Occaſion have you to be 
confin'd to any particular Lodge, when you may hold a 
Lodge where you pleaſe, and when you pleaſe; having 
either Three, Five, Seven, or Eleven, and as many more as 
you pleaſe; and thus you will be of Service one to another, 
without ſending your Money to the grand Number I, as 
they call it, yhich they tell you is for Charity; but if it be, 
i am afraid they make themſelves the Poor: Thus I adviſe 
_ further, that you have nothing to do with them, for 
hey are Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing. | 
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It was the Cuſtom among the Primative Maſons, and alſo 
among the Primitive Chriſtians, to viſit one another ; for it 
it ſaid as Iron ſharpens Iron, ſo ſhall one Man ſharpen ano- 
t her. ; 


But methinks I hear ſome young Brethr.n ſay, Who ſhall 
inſtru& us? I anſwer: Buy this Book, t ou wilt have In- 
ſtructions enough. But perhaps you will ſay, How ſhallI 
know that it is right? Get ſome faithful [ri/hman, for Two 
or Three Times, and you will ſoon ſee that this Book is 
right; for they all underſtand Maſonry, even the loweſt 
Claſs of them, if they are once made; for then it is the 
chief of their Buſineſs. In the Winter they have a little 
Money out of the Box of Number I, to buy them a few 
Cloaths, ſo you may have one of them any Night only pay- 
ing for what he eats and drinks, for they never pay any 
thing ; but if they can lay hold of the Money, they wall : 
So I charge you to take care of that, and you may do well 
enough with them, paying their Expences of the Night: 
Or you may have a faithful Inſtructor from Number I; the 
Secretary, or the like, with One or Two with him; but 
they mult be all free, becauſe they come to inſtru& the 
young Brethren; and ſometimes you muſt pay a Coach-hire 
or Waterage, or the like, according to the Situation of the 
Place. 


Therefore it is the beſt way not to be troubled with them, 
but as little as you can help; yet I would have you try, and 
ou will find what I ſay to be true; for it is by Experience. 
| could ſay ten times more, but I don't care to be too harſh ; 
[ only give you Hints, whereby, with a little Experience, 
vou will find it all out; and a great deal more Villainy that 
is carry'd on, and three Parts of the Free-Maſons know no- 
thing about the matter. 


For they pretended to ſo much Holineſs at firſt when I 
eame to England, I thought they were Gods, but I ſoon 
found them d—ls. For at firſt J found all their pretended 
Friendſhip not to be real, becauſe they had ſo much of it 
that made me fick, and I dare fay ſome of you, 2 
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have been as fick with their pretended Honeſty, as ever! 
was. 

But with all their Wit, they never could find me out, t hat 
I never was made a Maſon, or received any of following 
Obligations; yet I have been a Member of ſeveral Lodges, 
both Antient and Modern, and Royal Arch ; and have'been 
Maſter of ſome Lodges in England. 1 will tell yau how I 
came at it without being made; as follows. | 


Iam a German, born near Berlin; and being acquainted 


with an Engliſh Family, who had a large Quantity of Books, 


and being intimate with their Children, 1 learnt a little En- 
gliſh, and took great delight in reading of Eng/i/h Books, 
which I could have when I would. About the Year 1740, 
(I was then upwards of 20 Years old) as I was a looking in 
my Neighbour's Library, I found a Pamphlet, called Ma- 
ſonry Dilſlected, an Engliſh Book; I read it with great At- 
tention, becauſe I had heard of Maſonry to bea very bad 
Thing; ſo I took great Notice of this Book, and could fay 
it all by Heart, or very near, and concluded it was the whole 
Thing, but it was not, yet there was enough to get Admit- 


tanceinto a Lodge. For, 


About 'Two or 'Three Years after, I went to Paris; I 
had not been there long, before I work'd with a Man that 
was a Maſon, and belonged to a Lodge in Paris. We fell 
in Diſcourſe about Maſonry, (I had heard that he was one 
before) I aſk'd him if he was a Free-Maſon; he ſaid are 
you? I ſaid I am; and he aſk'd me where I was made, I 
ſaid at Berlin. He aſk'd me ſome Queſtions, which I an- 


ſwer'd out of the Book, and happened to be right; ſo he 


ſhook me by the Hand and call'd me Brother, and took me 
to his Lodge, which I became a Member of, and belong'd 
to it whilſt I ſtaid there, which was Two ar Three Years ; 
then my Buſineſs led me to England. When I ſet out, they 

ave me a Certificate, and were very ſorry to part from me, 
but deſir d me to remember them to all Brothers in England, 
which I did not forget. I went to a Modern Lodge, as the 
Iriſh call them, whoſe grand Lodge is held at the Devil Ta- 
vern, but I don't care to mention the Lodge. They ne- 
ver diſputed me when I ſhew'd them my Certificate, for they 
were fond of hearing how Maſons proceeded in other Coun- 
tries, which is juſt the ſame as it is here only one Thing in 


the Maſter's Part, and that I ſhall ſpeak of in the Maſter's 
Part. 


1 
Part. Then I was invited to an i Lodge, that call'd 


' themſelves the moſt antient Maſons, and held their grand 


Lodge at the Five Bell Tavern in the Strand, which 1s the 
whole Subject of this Book; but the other I don't meddle 
with, becauſe there is a Book already publiſhed, called Ma- 
fonry Diſſected, which was publiſhed in the Year 1730; and 
I believe was all the Maſonry that was made uſe of at that 
Time; but it is not half that 1s uſed now, though it 1s the 
nigheſt that was ever wrote about the Matter before this. 


Indeed there have been many Books writ about Ma- 
ſonry, but moſt to draw the Reader's Mind from off the a- 
foreſaid Book; for I have read them all that have been pub- 
liſh'd theſe Twenty Years, and I never ſaw any Maſonry 
but in the aforeſaid Book. There was one publiſh'd the 
other Day, call'd, A Maſter Key 10 Free Maſonry, but it is 
not the Thing, tho? it is ſomething about the Matter, but fo 
very little, that it is not worth ſpeaking of; there is not one 
Thing right, only ſome of the Words, but not in their pro- 

r Places. I wonder that any Man can pretend to write a 
Book of a Thing that he knows nothing of, but by picking 
a Bit here and there. For no Man is able to ſpeak or write 
this Secret, without he has viſited Lodges ſome Years. He 
— of Drawing upon the Cieling with a Pencil, that 

ews he knew nothing of the Matter, to fill People's 


Cielings full of Marks and Scratches, which would be ſoon 


known to all the World. All Men that ever ſaw any 
Thing of Maſonry, know that their Drawing is upon the 
Floor, (and that is the Reaſon of the Mop and Pail) but any 
Man that reads my Book with attention, will find it right, 
by his own Judgment only; for I will aſſure you there was 
never ſuch an exact account before publiſh'd; which I hope 
will give entire Satisfaction to all Lovers of Truth; ſo I ſhall

Therefore, I ſhall pro- 
cced to the Apprentice's Reaſons, as I promis'd you; but 
there is one bad Thing that I cannot leave out, which 
one Brother did to another. 
A diſtreſs'd Brother, being a little in Debt was oblig'd 
to obſcond from his Habitation, *till his Affairs were ſet— 
tled. He ow'd a Brother Thirteen or Fourtcen Shillings, 
it was no more, I declare. He came into this diſtreſs'd 
| Brother's Houſe whilſt he was from Home, and brought 
proper Officers to ſeize his Effects, which frighten'd his 
Wife and Children greatly, for he ſaid he would take 
them all. The Brother's wife ſaid, what for Fourteen 
Shillings? and told him if he would ſtay till Sunday, her 
Huſband would be at Home, and hop'd would bring ſome 
Money with him; but if he did not, it ſhould be paid on 
the Sum lay following, by fome Means or other; but he 
faid he would not ſtay; ſhe deſir d he would, as it was 
but Two or Three Lays, but to no purpoſe; ſo he took 
to the value of "Three Pounds tor the E ourteen Shillings, 
and carry'd them off. Here is an Inſtance of Maſonry 
which the World takes to he a charitable good Thing. 

But obſerve what a forſworn Villain he muſt be, as 
you wil find when you examine all the Obligations or 
Oaths; Fourteen Shillings could not hurt him or his Fa- 
mily, for he was worth Hundreds. 

I ſhall ſay no more, becauſe I would not he too ſevere;

Although they are ſworn to ſerve a Brother, 
I never knew they did, but hurt him. I have known a Ma- 

| fon to arreſt a Brother, ſummon a Brother from the Court 
of Requeſts, and ſeize a Brother's Goods for leſs than 
Twenty Shillings. I have likewiſe known them put a Bro- 
ther in Gaol, and do him a great deal more Miſchiet, 
which I don't care to ſpeak too plain to their Conſciences, 
which I am in hopes to ſoften; for when it has been in 
their Power to ſerve a Brother, they have, at the fame 
Time, endeavoured to ruin him. Therefore, I hope this 

will be a Warning to all honeſt Men to keep from theſc 
Oaths, without they intend to perform them, for they arc 

very ſolemn. | 5 | 

I think I have heard ſome ſay, it is ſurprizing that they 
all ſhould be bad! No, God forbid they ſhould, but! 

will tell you the Reaſon why they are ſo. , There 
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There are a great many good Men, Members of Lodg- 
es, that little think of the Villainy that is carried on among 
ſome of them; but when he finds them out, _ he'll leave 
the Lodge, and he no more concerned with them, but he 
will not tell his Reaſons to the World; if he did, he would 
be forſworn. I have known ſome young Brethern to have 
found them out a little after they were made, and have 
left the Lodge upon that Account. This is the Kcaſon 
that they act ſo contrary to their Obligation, becauſe ho- 
neſt Men can't bear it long, ſo the Scum of the Earth are 
left to be Maſters of Lodges.

There were Fifteen Fellow-Cratts, finding the Temple al- 
moſt finiſn'd, and they had not received the Maſter's Word, 
becauſe their 'Vime was not come, therefore they agreed to 
extort it from their Maſter Hiram the firſt Opportunity, 
that they might pals for Maſters in other Countries, and have 
Maſters Wagesz but Twelve of theſe Crafts recanted, and 
the other Three were relolv'd to carry it on; their Names 
were Jubcla, Jubelo, and Jubelum. Theſe Three Cratts 
knowing it was always the Maſter's Cuſtom at high I'welve 
at Noon, when the Men were call'd off to Retreſhment, to 
po into Sanctum Sau,], to pray to the true andliving God: 
Thoſe Three Ruthans placed themſelves at the Three En- 
trances of the Temple, viz. The Weſt Door, the South 
and Eaſt Door. 

'There was no entrance in at the North, becauſe the Sun 
dart no Rays from thence 3 Thus they waited while he had 


made his Prayer to the Lord, to have the Word and Gripe 


as he came out, or his Lite; but ſome Maſons fay as he wen! 
in. So Hiram came to the Eaſt Door, and Jabela demanded 
the Maſter's Word: He told him he did not receive it in fuch 
a manner; but he muſt wait, and Time and a little patience 
would bring him to it, for it was not in his power to deliver 
it alone, except Three together, viz. Solemen, King of Iſrael; 
Hirem, King of Tyre; and Hiram Abiff. He not being ſa- 
tished with this anſwer, ſtruck him acroſs the Throat with 
a Twenty-four Inch Gauge: He fled from thence to the 
South Door, where he thought to have made his way; but 
he was accoſted in the fame Manner by Jubelo, to wſiom he 
gave the ſame Anſwer as they ſormer; but he not being ſa⸗ 
tistied, gave him a Blow with the Square uon his Left- breaſt, 


which 


and 
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which made him reel: But having recover'd his Strength, 

he fled to the Weſt Door, where he thought to have made 

his Kſcape: But he was accoſted in the ſame Manner, as at 
the two other Doors, by Jubelum, to whom he made the 
ſame Reply as before; but he not being ſatisfied therewith, 

gave him a greater Blow than either of the former, with a 

common Gavel, or Setting-maul, upon his Head, which 

prov'd his Death. Aſter this they carried him out at the 

Weſt Door, and hid him in a Heap of Rubbiſh till high 

Twelve at Night, when they found Means to hury him on 

the fide of a Hill, in a handſome Grave, Six Foot Laſt and 

Welt, and Six Foot perpendicular. 

M. B. Some Maſons fay that he was not carry'd out at the 
Weſt Door, but was bury'd in the Place where he was 
Killed. 

They hold that the Three Ruffians took up a Stone 
in the Temple, and made a Hole and put him in, and 
cover'd him over with the Stone, and carry'd the 
Rubbiſh out in their Aprons; but which it is I can't 
ſay, nor come at the exact Truth: For ſome Maſons 
ſay he was carry'd out, and ſome ſay not; to I leave 
it to them to determine. 
Maſ. After you was thus knock'd down, what was ſaid to 
you they ? 
Anſ. He ſaid I repreſented one of the greateſt Men in the 

World, our Grand-Maſter Hiram, lying dead. 

M. B. The junior Warden ſtrikes you with a Twenty- four 
Inch Gauge, acroſs your Throat; the ſenior Warden 
ſtrikes you with the Square, upon your Lctt-breaſt; and the 
Maſter ſtrikes you upon the head and kills you: So you 
are laid down upon the Floor on your Back, ſuppos'd to be 
dead, tho' you are not hurt; but only to repreſent the 
Death of your Maſter Hiram. 

The French have a very folemn Way of repreſenting 
his Death; for when you come into the Lodge to be 
made a Maſter, there is a Brother laid down in the Place 
where you are to lie, with his Face all beſmear'd with 
Blood; and they ſay to you, Brother, don't be frighten'd, 
for one of our Brothers is kill'd, becauſe he would not de- 
liver the Maſter's Word and Gripe to Three Fellow-Cratts, 
that had no Right to it; and it is the Duty of us all ſo to 
do; to die before we will deliver any Part of Maſonry to 
them that have no Right to it. 

When you kneel down to receive the Obligation the ſup- 
ppſed dead Man lies behind * and while you are reading 
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the Obligation and Hittory ofhisDeath, he gets up unknown 

to you, and you arc laid down in his Place, as aforeſaid, 

according to the Zng/i/h Method: And this is all the Differ- 
ence between the Inch and Engli/y in their making ot 

*. aſons. 

Mai. What was ſaid to you then? 

Ant. As 1 lay upon my Back, he gave me the whole Ac- 
count how {diram was found, and of his riſing and taking the 
11 ice Raſhans that murder” 'd him. 

Our Matter Hiram being milling, as he did not come to 
view the Work as uſual, fo King Soloman mace great Enquiry 
after him, and could not hear any Thing of him, therefore 
he ſuppos'd him dead: The Twelve Fellow-Cralts that had 
recauted, hearing the ſame Report, their Conſciences pricking 
th. m, went and acquainted King S/amon with White Aprons 
and Gloves, as Badges of their Innocency; ; and King Sloman 
ſent them in ſcarch of the Three Ruffians which had abſcon- 
dd: They divided into Four Parts; Three North, Three 
South, Three Laſt and "Three Weſt: One of thoſe Partics 
travell'd down to the Sca of Zappa; one of them fat himſelt 
down to reit by the Side of a Rock, he hearing a frightful 
I.amentation in a Clitt of the Rock. Oh! that I had had 
my Throat cut acrols, and my Tongue torn out by the 
Noot, and that buried in the Sands ot the Seca at lo.v-wate; 
Mark, a Cable e Length trom Shore, where the Tide ebbs and 
flows in 24 Hours, rather than I had been concerned in the 
Death of our Maiter Hiram. Says the other; Oh! that 1 
had had my Heart torn from under my naked Lett-breaft, 
and given to the Vultures of the Air as a Prey, rather than! 
had been concerned in the Death of ſo good a Maſter. But 
Oh ! ſays Jube/urm, 1 ſtruck him more hard than you both, 
for I killed him : Oh ! that I had had my Body ſever'd in two 
one Part carried to the South, and the other to the North ; 
my Bowels burnt to Aſhes in the South, and the Aſhes ſcat- 
tercd before the Four Winds of the Earth, rather than I had 
been concerned in the Death of our Maſter Hiram. 

This Brother hearing this ſorrowtul Lamentation, hailed 
the other Two, and they went into the Clift of the Rock, 
and took them and bound them, and brought them before 
King Solomon, and they owned what had pats'd, and what 
they had dong, and did not deſire to live; theretore Salim 
order'd their own Sentences to be laid upon them : Says he, 
they have ſign'd their own Death, and let it be upon them as 
they have ſaid. 
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TJubela was taken out his Throat cut acroſs, c. Fu 
bels's Heart was torn from under his naked Lett-breaſt, 
Tubelum's Body was ſever'd in two, and one Part carry'd 4 
the South, and the other to the North, c. 

Aſter this King Solomon ſeat thoſe 12 Crafts to raiſe their 
Maſter Iſiram, in order that he might be interred in the 
Santlum Sanflorum. And Solomon told them, that if they 
could not find a Key-word in him, or about him, it was loſt; 
for there were but Three in the World that knew it, and it 
never can be deliver'd without we Fhree are together; but 
now One isdead, therefore it is loſt. But for the future, the 
firſt occaſion'd Sign and Word that is ſpoke at his riſing, ſhall 
be his ever after. So they went to raife him; and when they 
had clear d the Rubbiſh, they ſaw their Maſter lie dead, in a 
bruiſed Condition; for he having already lain 15 Days, they 
lifted up both their Hands above their Heads in a great Sur- 
prize, and ſaid, O Lord my God (which is the grand Sign 
of a Maſter Maſon). 

Maf. How was he rais'd, Erother, when they had thus 
found him lying dead ? 

Anſ. By the Five Points of Fellowſhip. | 

Maſ. What are the Five Points of Fellow ſhip ? : 

Anſ. He was taken by the enter'd Apprentice's Gripe, but 
the Skin is ſuppoſed to flip off; he was then taken by the 
Cratt's Gripe, and that ſlipped a>.
